When ſuch Iniquities firſt began i in. the 
World, Burmba having reflected within himſelf, and having written in the Shaſter 5 
the Means for the Improvement of Mankind, and the Buſineſs of the Magiſtrate, 5 
and the ſeveral Duties of the Bramin, the Chebteree, the Bice, and the Sooder, and . 


the Proportions of Puniſhment to be inflicted onOffenders.by the Magiſtrate, and 
all other Affairs and Concerns, iſſued his Command to a Man named Beirocjd, 
=" Chebteree, to aſſume the Magiſtracy, and to protect the Reyots, and ta puniſh 
the Guilty, according to the Ordinations of the Shaffer, to the end that Men

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might not have the Power of committing Inj uſtice and Violence upon each other, 
Beirccjd, not conſenting to accept the Magiſtracy, left his Son Keiroot-man, and 
himſelf fled into the Deſarts, to pay his Adorations to the Principle of Truth: 
In the ſame Manner alſo Keiroot-man left his own Son, by Name Kerdum, and 
himſelf took the Path of Aden! Kerdum alſo, leaving his own Son, by 
Name Anung, haſtened to the Way of Tru th; Anung, the Son of Kerdum, be- 
coming the Magiſtrate, for ſome Time regulated his Actions i in conformity to 
theShofter: After whichNeit-mdn his Son took upon him the Magiſtracy and the 
Government; a Son was born to Neit-min, by Name Bein, in whom every Sign 
of an inhuman Diſpoſition plainly appeared; as for Inſtance, during his. Child- 
hood, at the Time of Play, he would bind the Children Hand and Foot, and 
throw them into deep Rivers, and would break Mens Pitchers, and employ 
| himſelf i in all ſuch Kind of fooliſh and unworthy Occupations ; the Reyots of 
ES | the Kingdom, deſponding under his Injuſtice and Oppreſſion, came before his | 
Ss = F ather, who was the Magiſtrate, and ſolicited Redreſs; the F ather on hearing „ 
. this Account of the eternal Injuſtice and perpetual Innovations of his Son, and 

not being able to reſtrain him, departed into the Deſart: The Kingdom being 
thus left without a Magiſtrate, the Bramins conſtituted Bein to the Magiſtracy: 
This unworthy Perſon, thus becoming the Magiſtrate, iſſued a Proclamation 

throughout his Kingdom, that no Man ſhould perform the Fuze, or the Pogjeb, I 
or any ſuch Works of Piety; and that whoever executed Juſtice ſhould receive 


ſevere Puniſhment: Upon this Intelligence the Bramins went to him, and gave 
him many Sermons of Advice, and many Lectures of Admonition, telling him, 
t that the Duty of a Magiſtrate was to cauſe Exerciſes of Piety to be performed : 


throughout his Kingdom; and that he who cauſed any Obſtruction or Oppoſi- 
tion to Good Works would go to Gebennum ; and that if the Magiſtrate did not 
protect and comfort the Reyots, it would be the Cauſe of his Kingdom's De- 
ſtruction. If the Magiſtrate deſerts the Exerciſe of Piety, How: can it be, that 
the Ræyots ſhould employ themſelves in good Actions?
